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i SHE Goodnefs or Bad- 
nefs of Books is always 
Y= to be eftimated by the 
ee, good or evil Effects 
which they are likely 
to produce in their re- 
fpective Ways, If a 
Book be wrote on any 
Moral or Religious Sub- 
ject ; and. it makes the Point on which it is 
wrote clear and intelligible, which before was 
intricate and involved ; or if it places Duty in 
a clearer Point of View, and fets the Obliga- 
tions to do it in a ftronger Light than ufually 
it was placed; 1 always pronounce fuch a 
Book a Good one. On the other hand, if a 
Book be wrote on any Subject, and it tends 
in very many Inftances to mi/guide thofe whom 
it ought to inform; it cannot then in any 
Propriety come under that Denomination. 
Should any one therefore undertake to treat 
of any Religious Point, or to explain any Duty 
which is commanded; and by the known 
and ordinary Rules of Reafoning or of Inter- 
pretation, fhould make that clear and plain 
which (as commonly underftood) was cove- 
red with a thick Darknefs ; fhould he make 
that eafy and level to every one’s Capacity, 
which to too many was int:.cate and rugged, 
methinks he would deferve the fame Publick 
Acknowlecgments, as he would, who fhould 
make a High Road fmooth, and level, and 
plain, and fit to travel in, fe'e and free from 
Danger, which before was mountainous, and 
‘rocky, and full of Precipices, and fo intri- 
cate, that a Traveller cou’d never be fure 
whether he was in the right Path or not, or 
whether he fhculd not the next Inftant be in 
peril of his Life, 
In another Initance ; fhould an Author 
publith a Book of the Laws of any particular 
Body of Men, and inftead of giving you a 
plain natural Commentary upon them, fhould 
Live fo ftrong a Bya/s upon him to ferve their 
Interefts, in Oppofition to the natural and le- 
gal Rights of all Others, as fhould generally 
bend him from Truth, Law, Ecuity, Preroga- 
tive, and every thing that is valuable in a 
Conftitution: Should it plainly appear, that 
He has nothing fo much a: Heart as Power 
and Dominion under the Cover of Law: 
That where-ever he can lay hold of the Opi- 
nion of a weak Fudge, in the Courfe of a 
Jong Term of Years; or, where-ever he can 
find a Refulution, or Determination of an in- 
folent haughty Prelate, who attempted, to pufh 
his own Authority over that of the Crown, as 
well as over the Subje&t, He hall recommend 
That asa Canpipate for a Place in the 
Conftitution ;—where, I fay, this is done in 
any Book of the Laws of any Body of Men, 
one fhould grow cautious ; and become jea- 
lous of every Step that one takes: For This 
is making the Highway, that was fmooth be- 
fore and fit to travel in, rugged; it is digging 
Pits to catch unwary Travellers ; it is milgui- 
ding them ; and not only that, but it is dire- 
Ging them to Precipices, and endangering 
‘their Safety. And I think it a Rule, that 
where-ever you fee any one darkning a Road, 
or making Holes in ic, and rendering it un- 
paflable, or direéting you into By-Ways, you 
may juftly fufpeét him to have no good De- 
fign upon you. 
Bur tho’ this be the Way that I am wont 

to reafon, and by which I determine for or

others. When I fee a Man who labours to 
give us a Plain Account of any Point, be it {pe- 
culative or practical, and I find that he has 
ftated the only Evidence there is or can be, 
and he defires you to judge tor your fel!, and 
not to truft to him any further than your own 
Eyes can fee every thing before you clear; } 
cannot help thinking that he acts an open, 
fair, ingenuous Part: and I muft prefer him 
to any one, who would hoodwink his Fol- 
lowers, or throw a Veil over their Eyes ; and 
I cannot but affent to Truth, how much fo- 
ever it may be calumniated, or the well-in- 
tending Man may be abufed or inveighed 
againft, 

Bur asthe Taftes of Men are very diffe- 
rent, and fome defpife or difapprove what 
others like exceflively, I do not wonder, that 
the Characters of Books, and Authors too, 
are often as different as the Subjects they write 
upon, or the Perfons you confult. ‘l'ake a zca- 
lous Axtiquarian, and ask him the CharaCter 
of a Book of Religion; the Odds are great, 
but that it is treated with Slight or Contempt: 
Nay, confult fome of them in their cwvn /fay, 
even upon a Point that can be of no Uf or 
Service to Mankind ; and you fhal! hear them 
{peaking in as high Terms upon a Trifle, as 
if the Fate of Europe depended upon it. | 
remember that when it was debated, Whether 
the Portus Iccius, mentioned by Ca/ar, were 
Mardyke or not, (as Chiffictius, in compliment 
to the K. of Spain, is fuppofed to have main- 
tained) it was faid of our Somner’s Anfiver to 
him * bya Great Man, “ That he wes 
“* reflued not to fuffer that dreadful horrible 
‘* Plague to rage any longer: dat that he might 
“S root it out of fuch as were InFecTED, and 
‘* preferve fuch as were yet untainted,” &e. 
When one reads this, one would think a 
Plague, as bad as that of Marfeilles, was got as 
near to England as Mardyke ; and on that Ac- 
count that it was neceflary + * dy al! [ay 
‘© and Means to proure” what might be of 
Ufe to put a Stop to a Notion fo fe/filential. 
But what I wou’d take Notice of is only the 
Manuer of treating Books, and Men: that 
if differing in fuch a Triffe {hall be thus aggra- 
vated, and reprefented as thus @te//able, how 
muft a Man be treated that fhail happen to 
difter from fuch Zealots in a Point of Religion # 
Or, what Charaéters of Books and Authors 
may be expected from Men of fuch intempe- 
rate Warmth? 

SHOULD therefore a Point of Religious 
Practice, in which all Chriftians are very nearly 
concerned, happen to be explain’d, as it /etel 
has been, ina manner not agreeable to fome 
Men’s Prejudices, you muft not be furprifed to 
to hear from Them, that the Book is full of 
ftrange Notions from one End to the other. 
Nor is it extraordinary for a Man of fuch 
kind of Zeal to be grievoufly offended at what 
is true in itielf ; to complain in private ogaintt 
the Author ; to inftill Prejudices againft him 
every where; to inculcate ‘fealou/ies and Su/- 
picions in the Greateft Perions he can come 
at; to exprefs Diflike ; to create Exay ; and yet 
perhaps to leave the Book itfelf unanfwered to 
fpread its Influence far and wide, 

You’. tell me perhaps, That Remarks

and you may add, That thefe Remarks have 
been approved publickly, and fpread by Him 
vho profefles himfelf fo much cffended. 

1 apmirt all this, and have oftea won- 
dered at the Scene wisich has happened. Sure- 
ly the Pe/filence rages as deteftably, an a Man’s 
** civing up feveral principal Articles of our 
*€ Faith,” as it did in maintaining Adardyhe 
to be ‘Fulius Cafar’s Portus Iccius, Surely there 
is * An Office in the Church of Chrift 
** which may oblige 2 Man to ftudy the Spi- 
** ritual Good” of fuch as are under his 
Care, and induce him to “ warn them of any 
** Danger to which they may be expofed, 
cither in Principle or Praétice.” For tho’ 
the People ** are committed as to their Spiritu- 
“© al Affairs, to the more immediate Care and 
** Direétion of Parochial Minitfters, yet not 
‘6 fo, as to ceafe to be a Part of other 
** Pcoples Care, efpecially in Cafes where the 
1** Concern is general.” May we not there- 
fure expect and hope for fome proper Autilite 
or other from fome GREAT HAND, to 
guard againft this Evil? Is it reafonable to 
think, that when the Remarker has fo fhame- 
fully betrayed the Caufe, that the GREAT 
PATRON of the Remarks will continue f- 
lent ? Can he approve the Preface tothe Remarks, 
which pronounces it meedle/s to write againit the 
Plain Account; and yet approve the Charge in 
the Book, of giving up /everal principal Articles 
of our Faith ? What? Is it needlefi to anfwer 
a Book that is charged with this Infamy?

ercat Secret is divulged by this Writer, “’ Tis 
** needlefs, fays he, or at leait impracticable to 
“ anfwer it.” Ii this be true, it would te 
but common Juftice for Him, who has been 
whifpering his Objections in Places where the 
facredeft Regard to Truth fhould always be 
fhewn, (but where I fear it is not always fo 
facredly fhewn), it would be but common 
Fuftice, 1 fay, to declare at length, that the 
Book he has fo much, and fo often fpoken 
againit, is imprafiicable to be anfwered: he 
fhould either declare againff the Infamy con- 
tained in the Book he has patronized ; or give 
up the Necdle/jne/s and Impracticablene/s of an- 
fwering it. ”Tis furely impoflible to main- 
tain Leth Sides of this Abfurdity ;——T hat the 
Plain Acccunt “ gives up feveral principal Ar- 
“ticles of our Faith;” and *“ tends to //fn 
“¢ Piety among us ;” and yet, it is ** needefi and 
¢ impracticable” to aufwer it. Let the, Au- 
thor of the Remarks be guilty of fuch an Ab- 
furdity ; but do not impute fuchFollies to One 
that has, with fome Men, the Reputation of 
Wifdom fo much fuperior to all other Clergy- 
men in the Kingdom,

One of our Partizins tell in with 
Count Seckendorff’s advanced Guard, and either 
kill’d or made Pritoners 100 Huflats: This A&tion, 
though {mall, is gallant, becaufe the Partizan lott 
but three Men. 

Extra of a Letter from Italy, O&oler 3, N.S. 

The Spaniards have made one Seizure more of 
Ammunttion defigned for the Imperialifts, confilt- 
ing of a large Quantity of Powder, and Lead for 
Mofket Ball. ‘The French and Spanifh Micolets 
courfe perpetually vpon the Imperialiits, who re- 
tire as the Allies advance. The Spaniards are at 
prefent encamped in the Vicentin, to hinder the 
Enemy making any more Excurfions that way. 
On the 1ft, a Party of 200 Imperial Huflars tar- 
prized a Polt of 50 Men, which was at the Head 
of one of our Bridges, bat killed only one Man, 
and the Damage they did our Works was repaired 
the next Day. ‘The Duke of Montemar has de- 
clared, that he has received a fufficient Number 
of Artillery to begin the Attack of the Outworks 
of Mantua; and we expe& every Day to fee 
Trenches open’d before that Place. —

The States of the Province of Holland continue 
their Affembly, in Expeftation that the An{wer 
of the Powers in Alliance againft che Emperor, to 
the laft Propofitions made to them for rettoring 
Peace, may without longer Delay be tranfmitted 
hither and communicated tothem. In the mean 
time, they have under Confideration a Scheme for 
raifing Money for the publick Service by a Lot- 
tery, the Prizes of which are to be Annuities for 
Life. 

The French Ambaffador has had lately a Confe 
rence with the States Deputies, to declare to them, 
That the different Reports which have been fpread 
of the Emperor’s Defign to fend 40,000 Men to 
take Winter Quarters in the Netherlands, had 
reach’d the moit Chriftian King, who, always 
faithful to his Engagements, had given him Or- 
ders to affure their High Mightineffes, that fhould 
his Majetty be obliged, by the Conduét of the Im 
perialifts, to march a Body of Troops towards the 
Frontiers of the Auftrian Netherlands, this Step 
fhould not in the leaft hinder him from obterving 
faithfully the Engagements he isunder, with Re- 
gard to the Neutrality with their High Mighti 
neffes. 

"Tis alfo affured, that his Excellency took that 
Opportunity to propofe the Renewal of the Neu. 
trality for another Year, upon the Conditions of 
the former, provifionally that there was no Peace 
concluded this Winter, which the Deputies re- 
ceiv’d ad referendum, and immediately communi 
eated to the States General ; but "tis aflured their 
High Mightineffes have given the Ambaflador an 
Anfwer which no ways pleafes him, as it ipeaks 
plainly their prefent Uncertainty in thes Affair : 


However, as feveral of the Provinees are now 
aflembled, and deliberating thereupon, it cannot 
be long before we thal! know their Refokstiou, tho’ 
perhaps they may fufpend it till the Anfwer to the 
laft Propofals of Peace made the Allies is arrived, 

"Tis-univerfally believed, that the Emperor's 
paffing 40,000 Men into the Netherlands, is by 
Advice of a certain Power, who having long heard 
the States General complaining thit the Low- 
Countries were itript of ‘Troops, thought it ad- 
vifcable to remove that Complaint; bat we do not 
hear that their High Mightineffes are lefs diffatis- 
ficd than ever. 

Our Letters from the Rhine, by Monday's Hol- 
lind Mail, mention, that Count Seckendorff cor. 
tinues on his March, and that two of the moit 
famous of the French Partizans, animated with 
the Succefs which one of their Companions hap- 
pen’d to gain upon a Party of Huilirs in the Van- 
Guard of the Imperial Army, ventur'd to attack a 
Body of the faid ‘Troops, but were defeated and 
taken Prifoners. 

The Letters from Modena advife, that the Duke 
of Montemar was to have the Direétion of the 
Siege of Mantua, and that the ‘T'roops to be em- 
ployed in it would a€tually amount to 30,000.

They have had an 
Earthquake in the Province of Calabria in Naples, 
which had donea great deal of Milchief to feve- 
ral ‘Towns, and was followed by a Storm of Hail, 
fome of the Stones whereof weighed fix Ounces, 
and laid watte all the Country where they fll,

Letters from Verona, by Wednefday’s French 
Mail, of the 4th Inftant, N. S. give us the Parti- 
culars of the Seizure which the Spaniards lately 
made upon the Banks of the Po, of Corn, Hay, 
and Ammunition, fecreted by the Imperialifts in 
the Houfes of their Friends, to ferve at their inten- 
ded Return into ‘Italy, iz. at Loredo, two Tuns, 
of Lead, and 3800 of Hay and Corn : In Lorao 
at one Houfe, four Chambers and a Hall full of 
Hay; in another, fifteen Rooms full of Corn ; 
in a third four Rooms fill’d with the fame ; and 
ina fourth, four large Chambers of Meal and Bar- 
ley: They took befides two great Barks loaded 
with Corn, Hay, and Lead ; and the whole is 
calculated at the Value of a Million of Livres, or 
44,000 1, flerling. 

They write from Paris, that all the Officers be- 
longing to the Regiments in French Flanders are 
ordered inftantly to their Potts ; and that the Par- 
fon-of Chaillot bas been ayes A a brad = 

Speaking a little too freely of the Bi- 
Ath ws "They have received News 
of thésDeath ofa Clergyman in the Diocefe of St. 
Papoul aged 109 Years ; and our Correfpondent 
obferves, that he was the gth Perfon who died ¢ 
laft Year in France of 100 and upwards. A new 
Saloon has been built at Verfailles, to contain the 
Triumphs of Lewis XV. and will be finifhed im- 
mediately after the Campaign is over: His Ma- 
jelty purpofes to give Entertainments there to the 
Noblemen in his Army on their Return to Court, 
but the Room being extremely {mall, they are 
to be invited one at a ‘lime. 

We have Letters from the Rhine, advifing, that 
Marthal Coigny having ftript himfelf to che great- 
eft Part of his Army to reinforce the Count de 
Bellifle, was breaking up his Camp to retire within 
his Lines in the Spirebach, and had recall’d the 
Houhhold Troops and Swifs Guards, in order to 
itrengthen himfelf the beit he was able. Count 
Seckendorff’s March continuing to {pread a uni- 
verfal Alarm, the Princes of, the Blood have 
deferr'd once more their Departure for Paris. 
Count Seckendorff continued the roth at Simme- 
ren; but our Correfpondent at Paris advifes, that 
an extraordinary Courier arrived on Saturday 
Morning at Verfailles, and, as it was currently 
reported, brought Advice, that the Imperialifts 
had advanced to Traerbach, on the Banks of the 
Mofelle, 22 Miles from Treves ; that they were 
sooo in Number, and were entrenching them 
felves there to favour their Paflage over the River, 
in order to gain a fhort Way to the Dutchy of 
Luxemburg, 5 or 6 Battalions of which Garrifon 
were actually on their March towards the Fron- 
tiers, as ‘twas believed to receive them. 

The Count de Bellifle, with a Body of Troops 
equa! to the Germans, anda Train of 30 Field 
Pieces, was at Rouveren, a League from Treves, 
having thrown four Bridges over the Molelle, to 
be ready to meet the Imperialifls on either Side 
the River, fhould he find an Opportunity to attack 
them to any Advantage: Betides thefe Troops, 
Baron Delltz had a Corps of 4000 Horfe, each 
with a Grenadier behind him, to attend Count 
Seckendorff’s Motions, whofe Marches had been 
very ‘hort and very flow, being oblig’d to carry 








his Provifions and Forage with him, the Country 
having been univerfally ftript by the Enemy.
